THE KiY OF REVENGE 



AT tome time or othar, nearly all writerj 
of defective fiction have used the 
theme of the poisoned needle in their ma- 
cabre plots. Actually, the poisoned needle 
trick is as old »s the ages in man's malevo- 
lent designs upon his fellow humans.
